Has that ware of prosperity, ef which 


everybody beard while only a compar- 
atively few felt it, spent its foroe Bnd 
receded 1 
Six weeks ago it was con- 


sidered tieasonabJe by the goldbogs Co 
allege that there conld not be perma- 
nent prosperity until there ia sin in- 
oraase in the volume of money and 
that the advance in the price of wheat 
and some other products was due to a 
shortage in crops caused by drouth in 
other countries. 
Now that the appre- 


hension of famine from a failure of the 
crop in Russia, India and the Argen- 
tine has to some extent been allayed, 
prices bave taken a downward turn 
and the wave of prosperity, which we 
wore told was to submerge the entire 
country has, unfortunately, subsided. 
Wheat has dropped about fonrteen 
cents a bushel since early in Septem- 
ber, and other grain products hp.'se 
fallen proportionately, while cotton 
has fallen about two cents per pound. 
Farmers who marketed their wheat 
early in September received a better 
price than at any time since 1891, but 
those who did not have to take the 
chance of sailing at less than the pres- 
ent price before nest summer, will 
probably hold their grain for better 
prices. Who among those who believe 
that the tariff schedules has brought 
permanent prosperity to the country 
will advise a farmer to hold his wheat 
for better prices ? and what assurance 
can be given that grain will be higher 
or lower than it is to-day before an- 
other crop is harvested 1 
It is a 


gamble with the farmer who has wheat 
to sell whether to hold it for a better 
market or dispose of it now. He may 
gain or lose by keeping his grain, but 
which, he does not know. If the ad- 
vance in price was due to the tariff, the 
farmer would know exactly what to do, 
as the present tariff laws are certain to 
remain in force for a year or two, but 
as the price was advanced by reason of 
short crops in other countries, the 
farmer not knowing the extent of thia 
shortage is in doubt whether to hold on 
to his grain or dispose of it now. 


While it is probable that wheat, of 


which there is a great scarcity in the 
world as compared with other years, 
will not be any 
lower during ths 


winter than it is to-day, tha farmer has 
learned from the decline of fourteen 
cents par bushel ia 
the 
price at 


Chicago m the last six weeks that the 
tantt and the so-cnllad ware of pros- 
perity said to have bsen caused by tha 
tariff have nothing to do with the price 
of \\heaf, which depends upon the de- 
mand for the grain and the supply on 
hand. 


THK TARIFF AND WHEAT' 


Mr. Keed and tbe Dingley bill pat a 


tariff on wheat and other products, of 
which we produce a surplus for which 
we must find a market in Europe, for 
no other known purpose than to de- 
ceive the unsophisticated. They claim 
that the advance in the price of wheat, 
baef and some other articles is due to 
this tarriff. In the face of their asser 
tions and as proof that their claim is 
unfounded wheat and beef is as bigh 
in Canada as m tbe United States. The 
demand for both is greater than usual 
aud they command higher prices in free 
trade as well aa protected countries. 
The tariff has nothing to do with the 
price of any thing of which we produce 
a surplus unless that surplus is con- 
trolled by a trust, but with necessaries 
such as sugar, for instance, which wo 
have to import from other countries 
and which are controlled by trusts, the 
tariff has much to do, aa it enables tbe 
trusts to fix the price at which they 
shall be sold to consumers. If the 
wheat producers of the country could 
organize a trust to control the price of 
v,heat they could compel the consum- 
ers to pay more for it at home than 
it could be sold for abroad, but the 
price of wheat in Nevada and California 
is fixed in Liverpool. The Standard 
Oil Company, by controlling the pro 
duct of oil in the United States, can fl 
the price of the commodity and n 
doubt, the company sells oil which i 
exports to foreign countries at lowe 
rates than it charges at the refineries 
Farmers could do the same with whea 
if they had a trust that controlled th 
wholewheat product of the country 
As it is the tariff does not increase th 
price of wheat and it sells aa high In 
British Columbia as it does in Oregon 
and Washington.

The headquarters of the banana trade 


in Nicaragua is Bluefields, until recent- 
ly the capital of the Mosquito reserva- 
tion, whence about 1,000,000 bunches 
are, or were, annually exported to the 
United States. 


But for the banana and the. plantain 


the natives of Central America would 
ha^ e to live by the sweat of their brows; 
possessing the banana and plantain, 
they may toil or not, as they please. 
There is no necessity. A fortnight's 
intermittent labor will supply a man 
and his family with food for a year. 
During the 11 months and two weeks re- 
maining- they may swing-in their ham- 
mocks if they think fit Their dinner 
will always be w.thm arm's reach, so to 
say. One of the "notions" of that much 
misunderstood and unfortunate reform- 
er, Col. Walker, the "filibuster," was to 
destroy every banana and plantain tree 
in Nicaragua. It would have been a 
task for Hercules Whether ho was in 
sober earnest, or merely expressing- a 
wish, is of no consequence; he was right 
in his conclusions. Only by doing so 
and making replanting a penal offense 
could he hope to overcome the innate in-

The banana is cultivated from suckers 


springing- from the roots of an existing 
tree, generally known as the "stool." 
These suckers are detached and planted. 
1 hey strike and shoot up so fast that it 
is no great exaggeration to say that you 
can see them grow. In n year or Jess the 
planter harvests the first crop. 


The banana has no trunk, but a soft 


flbrous, so-called stem, composed of the 
leaf stalks rolled one over the other 
which grows to from ten to twenty feet 
in height, and withers after the fruit 
has ripened. The tree is seldom known 
to seed. The roots, however, furnish 
shoots or suckers year after year, until 
the stool is exhausted. The punple 
flower blossoms on long spikes, spring- 
ing from the cluster of leaves which ap- 
pear to open out from the stem. The 
flower epik.es are often four feet long- 
and the bunch of fruit which succeeds' 
the blossom comprises from eight to- 
twelve dozen bananas, weiifhinp from 
30 to 60 pounds. The leaves are 1 roms* 
to ten feet long- and from one to two 
fret wide. When the leaves are newly 
opened the tree has a most graceful ap- 
pearance.

For successful cultivation a cool rich 


and moist eoU is required, the alluvial 
deposits of the river bottoms, or the 
lng-her land where rain is abundant or 
water plentiful. Bananas grown on 
high ground are. said to be finer than 
those of the valleys. 


In preparing a. plantation the trees 


and brushwood should be cut down, 
and after lying- a month to dry, burned 
and the ashes spread over the land. The 
suckers, which, being very abundant, 
may be purchased at a low price are 
then planted at a distance of from 12 to 
15 feet apart, or say 200 to the acre In 
Mexico, as will be se-en presently
